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This is a decision on the renewed petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b)5 
filed July 13, 2010, to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application became abandoned July 25, 2009 for failure to timely submit a proper reply to 
the final Office action mailed April 24, 2009. The final Office action set a three month shortened 
statutory period of time for reply. No petition for extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) was 
submitted.

disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required by 37 CFR 1.137(d). Where there is 
a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition under 37 CFR 
1.137 was unintentional, the Director may require additional information. See MPEP
